inevitable with an honest heart; her 
husband would have occupied a 
•warmer place in the Nation's heart 
than he does today if he had followed 
the example of his wife; he did not; 
lie preferred to live in the memory of 
after generations as an example of 
Unrepentant Treason than be the re- 
cipient of an honorable pardon,— 
freely 
given,—which 
would 
have 


buried his heinous crime in the lethe 
of forgetfulness. 
Mrs. Davis' body 


•was escorted to the grave by the sol- 
diers that met her husband's cohorts 
on the'battlefield and left them there 


|i> i 
wounded or dead; the son of the 
brave soldier who saved the Nation's 
life, commanded the escort, and laid 
her in the grave with the highest 
military honors that could possibly 
have been paid to the most loyal 
•woman in the Republic. 


Little Gen. Joe Wheeler, though 


only a boy in size, weighing but 121 
pounds, had the desperate energy of 
a giant. At the age of 21 he was re- 
garded as the ablest cavalry leader 
in the Confederate army; at the close 
of the rebellion he retired to Ala- 
bama, and after a time he took the 
oath of loyalty and later was elected 
to Congess. There he met Congress- 
man McKinley, representing Ohio, 
-who contracted a. warm friendship for 
the former Confederate general; on 
MeKinley's election to the Presidency 
he gave General Wheeler an appoint- 
ment in the army, and Wheeler de- 
clared that the happiest day of his 
life was that on which he was allowed 
to wear a Federal uniform. 
He did 


excellent service in Cuba and the 
Philippines; he received rapid promo- 
-tion, and after his. death he was 
buried with all the honors of war,— 
a part of his funeral escort being the 
soldiers who had met him on the 
bloodiest battlefields of the rebellion, 
when he commanded the Confederate 
cavalry. 


General Longstreet, who planned 


and commanded the tremendous bat- 
tle of Gettysburg, loyally accepted 
the Nation's pardon for his treason 


|) 
and was provided with honorable ser- 
vice under the Federal government. 
It was these memories that helped 
to give the sacred holiday such a gen- 
eral observance. 


Strange as it may seem, the 31st of

Steps have been taken by the gov- 


ernment to lessen the profitable in- 
dustry of smuggling on the Mexican 
border. 
This has been a problem 


with the government for many years. 
The industry flourished before the 
removal of the "free zone" between 
the two countries and since that 
zone has been abolished it has been 
easier and more profitable than ever. 
It is not likely that there will ever 
be any effective safeguard against 
this cheating- of the' customs, for 
there is over 600 miles of border, ex- 
clusive of the Rio Grande section, 
where there is nothing but a stone 
monument every 300 yards to tell 
Mexican from American soil. 
It is, 


of course, impossible to patrol this 
vast expanse and not only are goods 
constantly smuggled across, but im- 
migrants as well have found it im- 
possible to pass the immigation in- 
spectors. 
Now the government has 


declared a neutral strip all along the 
border where federal officers are su- 
preme in the discharge of their duty 
and are unhampered by state or ter- 
ritorial regulations.

Broader Use of Gasoline 


The Navy Department has been ex- 


perimenting quietly with a new tor- 
pedo that, if it is the success its de- 
signer claims it to be, will 'solve the 
long-discussed problem of utilizing 
gasoline gas as a motive power with- 
out exploding it in an internal com- 
bustion engine. 
As most people 


know, the economical and effective 
little gasoline engine that has solved 
the automobile problem and is furn- 
ishing the power for so many thous- 
ands of farmers all over the country, 
works by mixing gasoline vapor and 
air in the cylinder of the engine and 
then firing it by an electric spark. 
This takes the place of steam in an 
ordinary engine, but there are cer- 
tain disadvantages in it, chiefly that 
it has to be run at a high and con- 
stant speed to develop its full effi- 
ciency and that for slower speeds 
gears have to be introduced. 


The new torpedo uses gasoline as 


a motive power, but by a clever com- 
bination with water in the jacket of 
the engine, it converts the gasoline 
vapor into what is practically steam 
and feeds it directly to the cylinder 
of the engine without the aid either 
of fire or a spark plug, which as all 
gasoline engine users know, is one of 
the most detestible of human devices. 
The new torpedo is a remarkable en- 
gine of war if all that is claimed of 
it is true. It runs at a speed of over 
60 miles an hour and is effective at 
a range of over two miles. It is un- 
der perfect control and stands a very 
small chance of missing the warship 
at which it is aimed. But the chief

A Military City—Ghastly Record of 


Ar;v> Pir.ites—Beautiful "White 


City of Algiers. 


It was pleasure to emerge from the 
dai k ages in which Spain is still liv- 
ing into the light of modern progres- 
siveness such as prevails under Brit- 
ish rule on the fortified rock of Gib- 
raltar, and to hear our mother tongue 
once more from the lips of those who 
can speak it intelligibly. 
Gibraltar is the strongest natural 
fortress in the world—a giant senti- 
nel, stolid, imperious and terrible at 
the gateway of the great mid-conti- 
nent sea. From the Atlantic its out- 
line is an abrupt slope that does not 
impress one as he approaches, but a 
closer view, such as is possible from 
the harbor inside the bay, brings out 
the gum, defiant features and, estab- 
lishes the splendid commanding posi- 
tion it occupies. One is almost sur- 
prised and is greatly relieved to find 
that no insurance company has van- 
dalized its noble front with advertis- 
ing signs and that it stands in. ail its 
virgin and primitive grandeur unde- 


herself on a certain rock in the vicin- 
ity now called "Queen's Chair," and 
asserted her determination never to 
move until the Spanish flag should 
float from the fortress. 
She would 
have perished had not the Moorish 
commander gallantly run down his 
own flag for a few moments and sup- 
planted it with the colors of Spain, 
allowing the foolish sovereign to save 
her face. 
But the most miserable of all the 


sieges that have tried the merit of 
Gibraltar's bulwarks and the mettle 
of its defenders, was the last one, 
that of 1779 when Spain, mortified 


There is also a Moorish cathedral 
1 200 years old, but the visitor is 
likewise averse to mixing religion 
and war, and passes up the churches 
for the guns. The constant blare of 
trumpets, the marching of troops, the 
galloping of officers, the frowning 
engines of destruction, and others, 
that we know are ready for use, con- 
cealed behind barriers and bastions, 
the men-of-war in the harbor, the 
sentries, the walls, everything pro- 
claims the military character of the 
place. Gibraltar is strong, but when 
to its natural impregnability is added 
the military skill and dogged endur- 
ance of the British soldier, it becomes 
as it has become, a synonym of all 
the superlatives of stability. 
And 
yet it is doubtful if Gibraltar will 
ever be more to England than a place 
to sink her money and to harbor and 
coal her ships. It is the opinion of 
experts that war vessels could pass 
through the strait unharmed under 
fire from the fort, by hugging the 
African coast, and if Jt be useless for 
this purpose there is no excuse for 
its maintenance except as a matter 
of pride. 
, 
At midnight we lifted anchor and 


stole silently past the sentries, un- 
noticed by the watch dogs of the 
mountain embrazures, or aught else, 
so far as we could tell, save the re- 
volving signal light that threw its 
searching rays full and fair upon us. 
The great lion lay still, with its shag- 
gy head turned alert and menacing 
toward the unhappy people who were 
his last enemies.

Gibraltar may be described as 
bold headland promontory jutting 
into the sea, a huge rock projected 
as it were, by some powerful force 
from the Sierra Nevadas, in an at 
tempt to dam the communicating 
seas, with a low train of sympatheti 
sand connecting the dislodged bould 
er with its mother mountain source 
It is a solid mass of limestone, three 
miles in length, seven in girth and 
three-quarters only at its greatest 
breadth. Ou the north it is connect- 
ed with the mainland of Spain by a 
valley but little higher than sea level, 


and all but heartbroken at the loss 
)f her cherished fort, brought the 
ull force of her great resources to 
bear upon the citadel of English en- 
durance. 
For four years the isola- 
tion was complete and the bombard- 
ment continuous, but in the end the 
siege was a failure, the British won 
out and to this day are in undisputed 
control. 
During that war the Eng- 
lish dug a tunnel, technically termed 
a gallery, in the solid rock to bring 
a flanking fire on the enemy without 
exposing themselves. 
Since then the 
gallery has been extended and others 
constructed until today there are 
seven miles of them. 
It was my privilege to walk 
through a portion of this under- 
ground network of communication 
The rough, jagged walls of solic 
rock; the resounding echoes of feet 
and voices; the damp, dark and sinu 
ous passageways; every twenty o 
thirty feet a powerful dog of war, sil- 
ent, severe and threatening, with his 
muzzled nose through the windows 
of the rock; the very presence of the 
uniformed soldiers in charge of our 
party; great precipitous depths un- 
derneath; the uplifted, tremendous 
heights above and the great guns 
visible there: altogether conspired to 
give an impression of powerful latent 
military possibilities, of terror of 
war, 
oi Britain's unstinted efforts to 


Most of our company were still 


asleep when, in the early dawn, the 
Arabic entered the expansive harbor 
of Algiers and only a few were fortu- 
nate enough to get the first glimpse 
of the city. 
To these few it was a 
revelation of successive surpiises. A 
serrated chain of blue-black moun- 
tains with crests of snow were visible 
in the background far inland. 
As 
the steamer approached, a range of 
hills in the foreground detached 
themselves from the darker mass and 
on their front a white city appeared 
and gradually grew upon the vision— 
a city so white that it seemed the 
hills had been uncovered and their 
bosoms embellished in carvings of 
alabaster. Nearer, the scene resolv- 
ed itself into white houses, tier on 


domes of sky made up a picture that 
surpasses Madeira and, I dare say, 
has no superior in the world. I have 
been surprised so many times on this 
trip that I have thrown niy opinions 
and beliefs into the junk pile and am 
forming new ones from ocular contact 
with the real article. 
And this is Algiers, the city of the 
desert. 
Astounded beyond measure, 
bewildered as if suddenly startled 
from a dream, we drifted back to the 
business section. 
There we v-iSited 
the old Arab part of the town. 
In 
those malodorous alleys and the long 
narrow streets, where "every pros- 
pect pleases and every scent is vile," 
old Moors in soiled and ragged robes 
emerged from half-concealed open- 
ings; ladies muffled up to the eyes 
with tea towels and draped in sheets, 
silent and ghostly as disembodied 
spirits, flitted -from place to place; 
veiled figures glided softly as if to 
inaudible music; all so weird and so 
strange that it seemed like a seance 
of spooks; everything so alarmingly 
quiet, so solemn and sepulchral. 
In 
the little shops men were sitting on 
the floor and when a customer made 
a purchase they would reach for the 
goods and deliver them without ris- 
ing. Every Arab-denizen of the town 
had sore eyes and most of them were 
short at least one optic. From what 
I could see of the women I think 
they do the proper thing in conceal- 
ing their features.

Telephoning Across the Atlantic 
Up to the present time wireless 
telegraphy has not supplemented or 
even 
appreciably 
interfered 
with 
ocean telegraph cables. In fact, wire 
less telegraphy has even aided sub- 
marine cables by bringing messages 
to them from vessels at sea. Of 
course, it is possible that, with in- 
creased invention, knowledge and ex- 
perience, wireless telegraphy 
may 
make such progress as ultimately to 
interfere with ocean wire telegraphy. 
These two are essentially future com- 
petitors. But there would be no com- 
petition between wireless telephony 
and 
wire 
telephony 
across 
the 


ocean, because there is no ocean 
wire telephony and no immediate 
prospect of its arrival. It is more 
likely at present that wireless tele- 
phony may be extended in range to 
reach across the Atlantic Ocean than 
that wire telephony may be similarly 
extended. 
In other words, there 
seems more prospect at present of 
transmitting the human voice by 
electricity over the surface of the At- 
lantic Ocean than over an electric in- 
sulated wire carried under the ocean. 
The fact of transatlantic telephony is 
far from being accomplished as yet

BEDFORD IN^YEJJLDEN TIME 


Complete Text of Two Lectures 


Delivered by 


DR. CHARLES~N. HICKOK 


In the Court House at Bedford, February 23 and 


March 19, 1886, and Printed in Full 


in the Bedford Gazette, 


(Continued from last week.) - 


The next tavern easT^aT^e "Cross Keys/' early at 


least as 1780, in the log, frame and brick building-van 
owned by Mrs. Cromwell, on the south side of West Pitt 
Jt™ near the bridge. In the second story of this building, 
from a very early day until the anti-masonic persecutions, 
abo™t 1826 -7 was the "Free Masons' " hall, of which Gen- 
eralSt Cfcir, Dr. Anderson, Jacob Fletcher, Terrence 
Camobell David Espy and others were members. 
It is no 


SuTe of reproach tothat ancient and honoroble institution 
of charity and fraternity, that in early days, even before our 
country had existence, and before the provincial had yielded 
to the state and national governments, the best blood and 
the most unimpeachable of our primitive local citizenship 
were enlisted in its humanizing work; and, that Washing- 
ton LaFayette, St. Clair and a host of others of like charac- 
ter were not only its patrons and friends, but active partici- 
pants in its transactions. 
It seems a logical inference that 


they could not have espoused it or have remained m it, had 
its teachings and practices been other than such as became 
honorable and pure-minded gentlemen. Coming east from 
the "Cross Keys," the next tavern was that of Thomas Rea, 
a rough cast house next to Brice's. Then was Brice"s, of 
three long generations; then the Dean, afterward Daniel 
Shuck tavern in the old Hugh Barclay house, comer of Pitt 
and Thomas streets, where has since been erected the resi- 
dence, now Mrs. George Shuck's. Further up, on the op- 
posite side came the Nawgle and, next, the Funk taverns, 
still standing; then, of later elate, Young, now the Union 
House, (Steckman's). 
Next was the "Washington, 
a 


stone house on the site of the present Washington owned 
in the last century, or early in this, by Humphrey Dillon, 
father of the late Mrs. Taliaferro and Mrs. V. B. Tate. 
This, as before stated, was burned in 1839, and rebuilt in 
1841. Then there was the "Rising Sun," the old fort house 
—kept from about 1785 to 1853 by Henry Wertz, David 
Mann, Thomas Moore and others. 
Thomas Moore, the 


senior David Mann and Job Mann were brothers-in-law, 
they being married to three sisters, the Misses Farquhar. 
who with their parents removed here at an early day from 
Frederick, Md. It is said that the Boquet House was for a 
time, at an early day, kept as an inn, but I can fed no au- 
thentic confirmation of such being the case. The Bedford 
House—Hafer's—was kept in 1805 by Robert Spencer as 
the "Procter House;" afterward by William Reynolds until 
1846, as the "Bedford." 
It was here, as I mentioned in my 


former lecture, that Colonel Powell of Virginia died in 
1810. Then we come to the "Exchange," now Odd Fel- 
lows' Hall, built, and kept in 1814, by John Schell, brother 
of the late Judge Peter Schell of Schellsburg, and uncle 
of John P. Reed, Esq., Mrs. John G. Minnicli and Mrs. Dr. 
Marbourg, of Bedford. Mr. Schell, owing to the deprecia- 
tion in goods and property after the war of 1812, failed (he 
also had a store in the corner room of his hotel) in business 
and after the loss of his property found himself still deeply 
involved, and proved himself "an honest man, the noblest 
work of God," by spending the remainder of his clays, until 
he was an old man, traveling through the southern states, 
where he was always welcomed at the planters' houses, 
tuning pianos (he was a fine pianist) until dollar by dollar, 
he had paid his last liability, principal and interest, and laid 
him down in an honored grave, just after his noble life- 
work was done. Next came the house kept by one Culbert- 
son in 1805. That was the Oppenheimer building burned 
four or five years since. Then the Anderson house, now 
Riser's, kept in 1805 by Elijah Adams. Then the James 
Taylor tavern, late the Judge Taylor homestead. Then the 
old log house opposite, where John G. Fisher's house now 
stands. For many years the Judge Procter residence, that 
became Dr. John Anderson's property, now G. M. Ander- 
son's, was kept as a tavern, by James Johnson, Daniel 
Grouse, Sr., and others. Finally in about 1850 the late Dr. 
George Woods Anderson remodeled it and ever since it has 
been the residence of his family. 


Besides the sixteen houses above mentioned there were 


on Juliana street, the two others, incidentally referred to in 
last lecture, the Clark or Keeffe house, now John P. Reed's 
residence, and the Bonnett House, now Purcell's. 


Before speaking of these further I wish, in passing, to 


refer to the peculiar names of our streets which have often 
occasioned remark from strangers. They were the names 
of Governor Penn's family; this is the explanation. Jacob 
Bonnett, Esq., owner of the tavern last referred to, was 
father of the late Mrs. Camilla Barclay, who was the wife 
of Dr. Francis B. Barclay and mother of Mr. William W. 
Barclay and his sisters, still resident here, and of John J. 
Barclay, Esq., of Newport, and Richard DeCharmes Bar- 
clay, Esq., of Philadelphia. Mr. Bonnett and his family, 


1 
excepting Mrs. Barclay, are buried in the Reformed church 
yard. He was one of the early prothonotaries of the county. 
He was somewhat eccentric, very kind to the poor, of won- 
derful humor, a good deal of a wag, and many are the jests 
and witticisms accredited to him. He was moreover sensi- 
tively honest and honorable. Two or three instances related 
of him will illustrate his character in these respects. 
For 


many years he was Justice of the Peace. Whenever he 
would make collection of a claim for any one, it was his 
habit at once to go to the front of his office, to see if per- 
chance the party to whom the money was due might not be 
in sight, and he was not satisfied until the collection was 
paid over. When his hotel burned in 1826, his fellow citi- 
zens quietly made a subscription to show their sympathy 
and assist to make good his loss and when, a day or two 
after the fire, the committee having the matter in charge 
went to him to hand him the subscription list and the 
money contributed he looked over the names on the paper 
and at once exclaimed, "Why, no! I'll not touch a cent of 
this. Why many of these are poor, far poorer than I am, 
and they giving to me ? Take it back to them. I thank you

all for your good feeling, but I'll not have it." When fur- 
ther pressed to accept it, he said, "No, I'll have none of it. 
I can rebuild and have plenty left." One morning after a 
deep fall of snow, one of his neighbors good naturedly be- 
rated him for not having his pavement cleared of "the 
beautiful." His reply was, "The Lord gave and the Lord 
will take away." 'Squire Bonnett was a man of extraordi- 
nary bodily strength. He was an expert at quoits; heaving 
the shoulder stone; tin owing the ax. and other manly 
games which were the then common amusements of the men 
and boys, on summer evenings in the soddy square. Cro- 
quet was a thing of the inscrutable future, in that olden 
time. I can't say what opinion our athlete forefathers would 
have expressed in regard to our "ecclesiastical grass bill- 
iards," but I can imagine. It was related of 'Squire Bonnett 
that on one occasion, after having excelled all present at 
"throwing the ax," he accepted a challenge to throw it over 
the old court house. He not only threw it over the building 
into the jail yard, but sent it whirling in its course so high 
that the blade of it struck and split open one of the copper 
balls that marked the points of the compass on the spire, 
some sixty or seventy feet from the ground. My authority 
for this statement was the late John Mower, Esq. 


Before proceeding further with personal reminiscences 


of the citizens of the earlier part of this century, it will be 
best at this point to turn our attention to what is considered 
the notable event in Bedford's annals; the visit of President 
Washington and his distinguished party during the "whis- 
key insurrection" in 1794. 


Other presidents and distinguished men have tarried 


here—Polk, Buchanan, Taylor, John C. Calhoun and many 
others—and even a king, Louis Phillippe, of France, has 
visited us; but never, before or since, has there been so au- 
gust a company in Bedford's mountain-girt valley as that of 
October, 1794- 


To refer to the insurrection here is needless, even did 


time permit. It is a matter of state history that is accessible 
to all. It may be best, however, that I may make the cause 
of their coming clear to the younger portion of my audience, 
to say that it was in the interests of law and order and in re- 
pression of rebellion and mob violence; not in Bedford, but 
in the southwestern counties; and the feason that Washing- 
ton proceeded personally no farther west than Bedford but 
delegated his official power to treat with the insurgents—re- 
turning himself with the members of his cabinet to Philadel- 
phia, then the seat of government—to Gov. Henry Lee of 
Virginia, the commander-in-chief of the accompanying 
army, was because delegates from the rebellious party met 
him on his way to inform him that they were ready to re- 
linquish their resistance to authority and yield obedience to 
the laws. General Lee, therefore, in accordance with this 
agreement, went with his forces to Uniontown, where terms 
of capitulation were adjusted. 


The army accompanying or rather preceding the presi- 


dential party was made up, according to Dr. Egle's history 
of Pennsylvania, a most reliable authority, as follows:

Of this army, as before mentioned. Gen. Henry Lee, 


governor of Virginia—Lighthorse Harry of the American 
Revolution and father of the late Confederate general. Rob- 
ert E. Lee—was placed in command. Gov. Thomas Mifflin, 
of Pennsylvania; Governor Richard Howell, of New Jersey; 
Gov. Thomas S. Lee, of Maryland, and Gen. Daniel Mor- 
gan, of Virginia, commanded the volunteers from the sev- 
eral states. 


"The president, accompanied by Gen. Henry Knox, sec- 


retary of war; Gen. Alexander Hamilton, secretary of the 
treasury"—afterward slain in a duel by Aaron Burr—"and 
Judge Richard Peters, of the United States district court, 
set out from Philadelphia for Western Pennsylvania on the 
first of October. On Friday His Excellence reached Harris- 
burg, and on the clay following, Carlisle, where the main 
body of the army had preceded him." 


"The president left Carlisle on the nth of October, 


reaching Chambersburg on the same day; Williamsport on 
the 13th and Fort Cumberland on the I4th, where he re- 
viewed the left wing of the arm), consisting of the Virginia 
and Maryland volunteers. On the iQth he arrived at Bed- 
ford, where he remained two or three days, then returned to 
the capital, which he reached on the 28th." 


The troops of the left wing of the army at Cumberland 


numbered therefore 5,560. 
The right division at Bedford 


consisted of infantry, 6,000: cavalry, 1,000, and artillery, 
300; in all, 7,300 men. These were encamped, some on the 
Colonel Davidson farm in the west end, some on the Barclay 
farm, south of John street, and the rest on the Hartley farm 
at Mt. Dallas. 
It is not probable that Governor Lee of 


Maryland or General Morgan of Virginia were with Wash- 
ington here, as they were in command of the left wing of the 
army, consisting of the troops of their respective states, at 
Fort Cumberland. 


While here Washington was the guest of David Ksp\, 


Esq., at his house, now John A. Mowry's. 
His headquar- 


ters were in the large front room in the second story, and he 
slept in the room immediately in the rear thereof. The An- 
derson family have still in their possession the table he wrote 
at, the large chair he sat on and a quilt under which he slept. 


I may mention, in passing, that Gen. Arthur St. Clair 


occupied part of the same house, as the prothonotary's of- 
fice, in 1771. 


Gen. Harry Lee was the guest of Capt. Hugh Barclay, 


grandfather of the present Barclay family, at his home that 
stood where Mrs. George Shuck's house now stands, corner 
of Thomas and Pitt streets. He held the rank of captain as 
quartermaster in the War of the Revolution and also did 
commissary duty under General Knox when secretary of 
war. He was at Valley Forge, during 1776. He was one 
of the earliest postmasters of the town and filled various oth- 
er offices of public trust. At the time of the insurrection he 
was building, 1791-94, his new stone house, now Mrs. Bell 
Smith's, "Poplar Grove," and moved into it in 1795 and 
lived there until his death in 1810. His family afterwards 
bought and removed to the property on Penn and Thomas 
streets known to this generation as the Vondersmith prop- 
erty, now owned by John Lutz, Esq., the McColloh estate 
and Simon Ling. They bought it of Dr. John Anderson. 


The old inhabitants, of forty years ago, who were con- 


temporaneous with the times we speak of, said that, during 
the stay of the president and his army, not only the public 
houses, but also the private ones were filled with guests. On 
his return Washington and his associates tarried at the Hart-

was also her'first husband. William Hartle>. She was mar- 
ried at an early age. Mr. Hartle>, determining to regain 
elsewhere some pecuniar} losses he had met in London. si-" 
accompanied him to France in 1783, leaving \\ith her it, i 
tives in London a daughter of t\\o years, until such time a^- 
when fixed in their new home, \\herever that might be. they 
could send for her. As it happened the child remained and 
grew to womanhood with her English relatives and became 
the wife of the Rev. Dr. Harrison, of London, and the 
mother of Rev. Dr. William Harrison, no less distinguished 
in the Church of England than his father, and of the late 
Edward Harrison, known to many of us. 


While^n Paris, Mr. and Mrs. Hartley formed the ac- 


quaintance of the commissioners of the American colonies 
and, through their persuasion, decided, what they had not 
yet determined upon, to make America their objective point. 
By invitation of these gentlemen, or of Commodore Barron., 
who commanded the ship, the "Hydler AH," if I am not mis- 
taken, that brought over the final treaty of Paris, they came 
with that officer, and landed in Philadelphia the same \ear. 
During her voyage on the ocean, Mrs. Hartley gave birth 
to a son, the William Hartley of Alt. Dallas above ;efene<T 
to, father of our fellow townsmen, John G. and \\im.ini 
Hartley. 


From Philadelphia Air and Airs. Hartley came to the 


farm just east of Dunning's mountain gap, on the south side 
of the Raystoun branch, and there he built a dam, the re- 
mains of \\hich are still \isible in the curve of the ruer at 
the Jamison house, and an oil (linseed) mill.

daughter. In 1808, her son William Hartley being of com- 
petent age to manage the estate—it was much more exten- 
sive than the present Mt. Dallas farm—she was married to 
Gen. Michael Simpson, a distinguished citizen of Harrisburg 
and of the state, and at his death, some ten years thereafter, 
she returned to Bedford county and spent her latter days 
with her son at Mt. Dallas and her daughter at Bedford. 


Mrs. Simpson was a fine conversationalist and ready at 


repartee, which her intimacy with the society of the early 
governmental circles—more select and courtly than in later 
days—had the tendency to develop. I have alluded to these 
personal peculiarities that a characteristic anecdote related of 
her may be better understood.

LUMBER WASTED 


Slabs and Sawdust Might be Used for 


Piilp. 


Considerable space has recently 


been devoted by the press to the re- 
•covery of logs from the bottom of the 
various lakes of Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin and Michigan, and from beds of 
the 
Mississippi and 
Ohio 
rivers. 
These timbers became w;ater-logged 
and sank, and now after being sub- 
merged for a quarter of a century are 
found to be perfectly preserved. That 
such expedients are rendered neces- 
sary is but the natural result of lum- 
bering waste unappreciated at that 


• time. 
Trees were often cut many 
"feet from the ground, leaving stumps 
which it has since been found profit- 
able to cut again. 
In the Pacific northwest, where the 
noblest standing timber of the United 
States covers thousands of square 
miles, there is waste of a different 
sort, invariably remarked upon by 
the eastern visitor. Aberdeen, Wash., 
the largest lumber shipping port in 
tne world, may well be chosen as a 
concrete example to point this story. 
Here the hum of saws and the drone 
of the planer are heard day and 


" night, while the workmen regulate 
their lives by the whistles. With the 
manufacture of lumber carried on so 
extensively that Aberdeen is now the 
greatest lumber shipping port m the 
world, there is necessarily an enor- 
mous amount of material remaining 
after the great logs have been con- 
verted into merchantable form. 
This refuse includes thousands of 
tons of saw-dust, and countless cords 
of what is known as "slab-wood," 
made up of the outside portions of 
the logs and faulty ends taken from 
the 
manufactured 
product. 
The 
mills themselves utilize a very small 
portion of this saw-dust for fuel, the 
electric light and power come from 
the same source, while Aberdeen^ 
citizens burn slab-wood 
in their 
stoves and furnaces. 
The greater 
portion, however, is fed automatical- 
ly into great refuse burners very 
much resembling the standpipes of 
our larger cities, but each capped 
•with a woven wire dome to arrest any 
burning fragments which might men- 
ace the yards. These burners send 
forth a constant stream of flame and 
sparks. 
This refuse might be con- 
verted into denatured alcohol. 
The spruce slabs would be ideal 
material for a pulp plant. It re.ally 
seems strange that the manufacture 
of paper has received such compara- 
tively little attention in western 
Washington, especially when the few 
existing mills are so successful. 
The 
tideland spruce is a tree which at- 
tains an immense size but is consid- 
ered of little value for lumber—in 
' fact, it is not cut at all, and could be 
obtained by the pulp manufacturer 
for the cost of logging and transpor- 
tation, if the spruce refuse of the 
mills did not satisfy the capacity of 
Ms establishment. Hemlock has long 
been looked upon as a wood of infer- 
ior quality, but is now recognized in 
the Pacific northwest as the very fin- 
est box wood to be had. 
The hem- 
lock of this section, however, differs 
materially from that of the middle 
west, and analysis has shown that the 
tanic principle of its bark is from 
17 to 20 per cent, stronger than in 
-the eastern bark. 
Absolutely no ef- 
fort has been made to profit by this 
commercially. 
To the thoughtful eastern visitor 
certain other phases of western de- 
velopment seem inexplicable. 
Citie: 
ofttimes 
attain 
considerable 
size 
without the agricultural possibilities 
of the immediate vicinity being either 
realized or improved. Were the thir- 
teen thousand people of Aberdeen to 
depend upon home grown vegetables 
and dairy products, these would soon 
become luxuries for the rich man's 
table, for only ten per cent, of the 
supply is produced there. With val- 
ley land so fertile that every plant of 
the temperate zone reaches an extra- 
ordinary size, where celery surpasses 
even the famous Michigan product 
strawberries and other small fruits 


i bear prodigiously and 
perennially 
green pastures give delicious butter 
truck farming -would mean a hand- 
some competence to the energetic 
man engaging in it. Most of the land 
has never been cultivated, but clear 
ing the undergrowth away can usual 
ly be accomplished in a few weeks— 
goats are often used for this purpose 
to destroy the smaller shrubs. 
With the infusion of new blood 


from every portion of our country 
these problems of the Pacific slop 
will 
naturally 
adjust 
themselves 


Despite what seem unimproved op 
portunities the state of Washington 
is wonderfully prosperous, as may br 
gathered from ' a recent statemen 
made by the officials of the Northern 
Pacific railway to the effect that one 
third of the earnings of their entir 
system was derived from Washington 
alone during 1906.

Crystalized Fruit 


Here is a suggestion for the thrifty 


housewife, and perhaps it may even 
help to bring in a little pin-monev 
Watermelon rind and the ordinary 
citron 
growing in the 
cornfield, 
though lacking the flavor of the true 
citron, can be prepared so that they 
will fulfill all the usual purposes for 
which the citron purchased in the 
stores is employed. Cut the water- 
melon rind or citron into pieces, boil 
in water until perfectly tender, drain 
and weigh. To each pound of sugar, 
two ounces of ginger root cut into 
thin slices, the grated rind of one, 
and the juice of two lemons. 
Put 
the sugar with half a cupful of water 
into a porcelain lined kettle. When 
it comes to the boiling point add 
lemon juice, rind and ginger, and 
sufficient watermelon rind or citron 
to be covered by the syrup. Simmer 
gently until transparent. Drain each 
piece and place on a platter that has 
been dusted with granulated sugar, 
cover with glass, and dry in the sun. 
When dry place between sheets of 
waxed paper, dust with granulated 
sugar, and put away in a tin box.— 
From "Household Information Ex- 
change," in The Ladies' World for 
June.

The Typewriter

ruary, 1864, and on December 1, 
1866, letters patent No. 3163 were 
•ranted to Pratt. 
On returning to 
=he United States, in 1868, he secured 
letters patent in this country.

Pratt was the first inventor of a ma- 
chine in which a type wheel was 
moved by key levers, and he was the 
first man to make and sell typewrit- 
ers having sold several in London in 
1867.
